If 
it is understool sbroad that Kentnckv will, by 
legislative enectmen'*, stav the cdlection of just 
debts, who will lie ao reckless as to 
give a* credit, and bow sre the roinmen ial opera- 
tk'M of the State to be carried or.? Those who 
sell their merchandise upon credit, desire to have 
■can* certainty of payment, and it is to tie hoped 
that tbe I.eji-Uture will not cismplieate matters 
more than thev now are. Confidence is already 
destroyed, and* few *tep* in the srrong direr'ion 
now would burl us into s commercial ruin, from 
whkh we could not extricate ourselves for yeari. 



CaT Wc surrender a considerable portion of 
our space this morning to the majority and 
minority reports of the Peace Commission of 
Kentucky. The report of the minority is 
drawn in good spirit and with no little vigor 
and adroitness. The fallacy of its leading po- 
sitions, however, is so otter and so glaring that 
wc wonder men of judgment and intelligence 
could deliberately sign the paper. The report 
contends, for example, that the statu* of slave- 
ry as it now exists in New Mexico, although 
declared unchangeable by the Constitution, 
would be not only changed but annihilated if 
the Territorial law of New Mexico should t« 
pronounced void and the Dred Scott decision 
should be reversed or ignored ! As it' tbe 
original ground of the itutv* was of tbe 
■lightest consequence, after the Constitution 
had once declared the status, no matter how 
established, to be unchangeable. The status, 
in this case, is lifted from its original ground, 
where the events particularized might possibly 
ail .-• t it, and placed on the firm rock of tbe 
Constitution, where nothing can reach it. 
The assumption of the report is certainly most 
extraordinary. So far as we are aware, it is 
perfectly original. When the jiroj><»>ition of 
the Peare Conference was brought up in tbe 
Senate, Mr. Hunter, of Virginia, one of the 
most vigorous hair-splitters i H the country, 
and his colleague, Mr. Mason, equally inge- 
nious in pulling to pieces an argument and a 
government, and no slouch at either, attacked 
the preposition, after full preparation, with the 
whole force of their acumen, stimulated by the 
intensest hatred of the cause in behalf Oi 
which the proposition was urged, and seconded 
right and left by the suggestions and sympathy 
of their Kopnlilican allies.

But we are b rand to ssy 
their speeches may be searched in vain for the 
objection which constitutes the rallying point 
of this minority report. The thing never oc- 
curred to either of them in the highest and 
roost eager flights of his captious fancy. It 
surely must be entirely original with the au- 
thor of the minority report.

sWTlii the letter of our Frankfort lorrespon- 
denr. published in the Journal of yestcTday 
morning, we observe that Mr. tirover, Chai - 
man of the Finance Committee of the Senate, 
has introduced a resolution to abolish the sys- 
tem of rtgist ration of vital statistics instituted 
by the State some years since. We hope, 
most sincerely, thu the resolution will not 
pass. The neglect of the proper officers lo 
make the necessary returns, which is alleged 
in our correspondence as th« motive for the 
res dution, is certainly a most inadequate one. 
Rather, it seems to us, this neglect should tie 
reason set the continuance of the system of 
registration, a reason for waaixo these officers, 
by proper penalties, fulfill tlie duties assigned 
them. These duties are not onerous, tli?y are 
not thankless — nay, they are paid for; and, hav- 
ing been nearly completed for the year MM) 
they have to be paid for, whether the system is 
abolished or not. But the registration appeal* 
to all of us, and comes right to our hearths 
and homes, in a mode which most jicople do 
not think of. Take the matter of mortuary 
rd* alone, as furnished by a proper system 
ot registration: now an inquiry into the causes 
of mortality, and the application of science 
and skill to the removal of those causes, will 
be followed by an increase in the average dura- 
lion ol human life. This is no mere inference; 
it is also fact, capable of the clearest exhibi- 
tion. In Geneva, Switzerland, a system of 
registration has been iu existence for three 
cent tine*. What is the result ? Let Marc 
D'K«pine answer: 

-The prob ibie duration of life at birth waa, in 
the lblh century, at Oeuev i. .'i y ear-: in the 17 h 
ntury it was II. in the commencement of the 
l*;h century 3i; and at the present moment it i- 
aari — that is lo sav, nine limes greater than 
in the In fa century. I he mean age of mortality 
was il at the end of the l'hh century. M in the 
17:li. 11 in the l«th century, ami in in ibe period 
from 1WKI |s 1HI0. Since then it has rescbed II, 
the highest figure in the countries of Kurope.' 

The plea of economy, which may be urged 
for abolishing the offiie if Bgistrat, is a 
very |sxir plea. It is a penny-wise, nnd, there- 
fore, a pound-foolish plex. It is the same which 
was instrumental in striking down the system 
fOeeilogiealStirvcys; yet is not this regretted 
by every man in the State, competent to enter- 
tain the question? Wc brsee< h our friends noi 
to repeal this manifest and lamentnhle blunder.

mfndation of Mr. Crittenden's propositioB 
as '*a fair and honorable adjustment." 
It doesn't assert that Mr. Crittenden's 
proposition embraces the only "fair and 
honorable adjustment" pos-iblc. Far other- 
w'sc. * It implies just the contrary. It 
asserts by implication that there may he other 
propositions embracing "a fair and honorable 
adjustment. " And it also asserts by implica- 
tion that any one of these othe r possible propo- , 
sitions would be acceptable. This is what th* 
L'nion men of Kentucky declared on the 8th 
of January. 

Well, what do they now declare? Why, 
merely that the proposition of the Peace Con- 
ference embraces "a fair and honorable ad- 
astment," and that they arc willing to ac- 
cept it. They declare particularly what they 
der'ared generally on the Hth of January. 
This, we repeat, is all. This is the position of 
the Union men of Kentuckv. They have 
strictly "abandoiied"nothin r ;. Strictly nothin;. 
They were on the xth of January in favor df 
any "fair and honorable adjustment;" and 
tie v are to-day in favor of the same.

They say that if they can't get 
Mr. Crittenden's proposition with such modifica- 
tions they will go for the imin -diate seeeswion of 
Kentucky from the Union. This is their atti- 
tude. Now, what is the Powell amendment? 
It provides that Mr. Crittenden's proposition, 
so far as the proposition relates to the domain 
of the Union, shall apply to all territory here- 
after acquired. Mr. Crittenden, for his own 
part, held this amendment in light isteem at 
first, and has subsequently, on mature r< fic- 
tion, passed over if altogether as unneossrv. 
In this conclusion he is sustained by the rest ot 
the leading friends of the Union in the Smth. 
Moreover, the pna-aedings in CopgTess and in 
the Peace Conferene-e abundantly show that 
the provision, if obstinately insisted upon, 
would be likely to endanger the success of any 
of adjustment whatever.

«aT Now, as at the beginning of the 
troatles, we place our trust in the people, as 
distinguished from the pditu i.ms. And our 
confidence in the people has not abated in 
tie least. Our confidence in the people of 
the Border is especially unwavering The rev- 
olution in the South has been started and car- 
ried forward mainly by politicians in the inter- 
est of politicians. This is incontestable. The 
pen-lie have thus far stood in the background. 
Bu. they are lieginning to show signs of unea- 
siuss in their supine and inconspicuous posi- 
ti<a. They are tired of being mere spectators 
ol the momentous drama. They are demand- 
iig to come towards the front and share in the 
•cting. Tney want to p 
concerns them so vitally, 
they will do it. 

Tbe signs of the times Ml point to this. 
And the leaders of the revolution perceive it. 
'Ibe pleas that were offered by the active seces- 
sionist* at the lieginning of their struggle for 
a separata national existence were not very 
lumerous, as the Baltimore American well 
says. After recounting the wrongs endured 
by the South they proceeded to state what they 
e.x|iected to gain by the revolution which they 
proposed to inaugurate. First, deliverance 
from present evils for which there was no ade- 
quate redress in the Union. Next, undoubted 
ax-urity for future prosperity under their own 
•ine and fig tree. There were other incidental 
tnd collateral advantages to accrue to the 
South, but the chief blessings to be won under 
a distinct organisation were summed op in 
these t to pTtjpoaitions. The debates that fol- 
lowed, in Congress, in mass meetings, and in 
the columns of all the newspe)iers in the land, 
accomplished lusitively nothing, so far as the 
action of the prime movers went. A foregone 
conclusion could not be affected by argument. 
Discarding all advice, disdaining all co-opera- 
tion, South Carolina tore herself oat of the 
Confederacy, as far aa her own aet could do it 
The other Cotton States fired a hundred guns 
apiece and one by one dropped out after her. 

The designs of the disunionists did not ter- 
minate with the establishment of a Gulf State 
Confederation. The revolution was projected 
on a much grander scale. Counting with re- 
markable certainty upon the undivided fvm- 
pathy of every slave State, tbe Palmetto 
authorities haughtily declined to act in concert 
with her nearest neighbors. "What we now 
do," said they, "wc do as a free and sovereign 
Sta?e. We reclaim authority and power del- 
egated to the General Government, and re- 
sume our original ..frx/iu as a nation. If other 
Stntes shall choose to follow in our footsteps 
they must do it upon their own responsibility, 
and if they find themselves contending for the 
preservation of interests identical with our 
own they shall lie welcome to unite with as in 
the formation of a better government." The 
magnificent empire to be reared npon the ru- 
ins of the old Union included all of the slave 
States without one solitary- exception. Indeed 
these fifteen States were to serve only as the 
nucleus aj the powerful nation whose life wa* 
to be evolved out cf chaos. From Mason and 
Dixon's line to the Isthmus of Darien — from 
Pacific to Atlantic — this wide dominion was 
to extend. The c\v tjueen of the Antilles 
was confidently expected to throw herself into 
the arm* of this young giant, who began his 
career by strangling his mother and disinher- 
iting his brethren. It was a manifest destiny, 
limitless and resistless. 

That these dreams were really dreamed no 
one can doubt who has watched the progress 
of this revolution and the drift of secession 
theories from the outset. Two or three hitches 
interfering with the shifting of the scenes have 
marred the performance. First: the Border 
•lava States refused to move with the required 
celerity, and refused to commit themselves to 
any settled line of policy without deliberation 
and mutual consultation. This delay was fatal, 
because to deliberate and consult was to abide 
by the Union. Then came whispers of discon- 
tent from the new Confederacy itself. One State 
"ti In llr F.lat, " was wheeled into line positive- 
ly against the vote of her people. Another 
was withdrawn by so meagre a majority that 
the Union element within her borders has been 
a very thorn in the Hcsh ever since. And, last 
of all, the people, who have been bat slightly 
regarded in the mad haste with which the ir 
representatives have hnrricd through the per- 
formance, now pertinently inquire bow far the 
authority of Sovereign Conventions extend*? 

We bn«e our hope of peace and reconcilia- 
tion Just here. In comparison with the re- 
storation of onr nationality, and tho formal 
return of the withdrawing States, all other 
considerations appear trivial and unimportant 
We care nothing about the success or defeat 
of parties — we only long for the return of her- 
mony and for the revival of our national pros- 
perity. And if we hare any national health 
left, it is with the people and not with their 
ruler*. The men who have done us all the mis- 
chief have occupied official stations all their 
lives, and have been constantly breathing a dis- 
eased and corrupting atmosphere. It is not from 
them that we look for reform or for anything 
g.KxI. But if the peopld will undertake the 
hiw, the cure is certain, and, of all the peopl<> 
in the land, the citizens of the Border hare at 
once the most at stake and the most work to 
perfirm. And the most cheering indication 
we can look for is a voice from the centre and 
source of power and authority, saying to the 
d"magop;ues who have been feeding upon the 
very vital* of their masters-"Thuj far shall 
ye go and no farther:"

I am invited, Mr. Speaker, to aiidreas you and 
the honored assembly on the »ut ject of our na- 
tional a (Tairs. It is a'gloomy subject, Mr. Speak- 
er. Never in tbe long history of our eountrv has 
anything like or at all parallel to tbe present cno- 
litran of our eountrv presented itself for oar cou- 
•ideratiun. But a little while ago we were a 
great, united people — our name was known, and 
known only to ue respected, throughout the land. 
' >ur power, our greatnat wa* everywhere recog- 
nized, and our Hag wa* every where' considered as 
the emblem of a great anil a growing nation 
Now, sir, what is tbe condition to which we are 
reduced. Where is that glorious Union that we 
promised ourselves should be perpetuated? Where 
•re those ten thousand sentiments offered in toasts 
and orations that the Union was to be perpetua 
ted' "Let it be perpetuated— esto perpetua" — waa 
the sentiment expressed on thousands and thou- 
sand* of public occasions. 

What is our condition now ami bow has it been 
brought ahcut? I need not state very particu- 
larly the causes which have produced I Base ef- 
fect, nor need I recur to the present condition of 
onr nation with a view of telling von what it is. 
It is a sad story — so sad that it is impressed upon 
every heart — known to every citizen. I shall not 
detain you idly by anv particular details of causes. 
It i* enough to say'that it has all jrrown— our 
national calamity— onr national misf .rtune— has 
ail grown oat of a controversr between the sl ive- 
nolding and non-slavehoUing States; furnt-hing 
questions of slavery and questions of anti-slave- 
ry— questions shout the territories of the Ur i ed 
States. These agitation* have long exasperated 
on the one skle and on the other a vast portion of 
the United States. It has resulted in the forma- 
tion of sectional partis* — a sectional party ia the 
North and a sectional party iu the South. Th- 
-ectional party of tbe North has finally succeeded 
in electing a President f.r the United State* and 
installing their party in all branches of Ifci fill 
ernroent. This ha* excited increased apprehen- 
sions in parts of the South as to tbe safety of 
•heir peculiar institutions. Thev dread ibat'lae 
Northern power will employ itself in destroying 
one of these in-tin; tion* and depriving them of 
their property. Under this apprebrns on what 
have they done? f hey hive amgbt a most vio- 
lent remedy against thi* apprehended evil bv 
•ecedinir as they term it from the Union of these 
States, and farming for themselves a ae pa rata, 
distinct, and independent government out ut the 
seven States that have seceded — South CaroHra 
Florida, Alabama, (reorgia, Louisians, .rd Texan. 
These States have, in so far as tbey possessed tbe 
power, broken onr Union, and established or at- 
tempted to establish for themselves an indepen- 
dent government, and to pat that government into 
operation. This is the present attitude in which 
our country stands. Vv bile these revolai* n .rv 
movements were in pnnrress attempts ware made 
in the Congress of the United State* then in Me- 
sas! for the adoption of such measures »« mi.ht 
check them. It wa* hoped that if these measures 
Id not recall to the Union the States that had 
already seceded they might secure the allegiance 
and adherence to tbe Union of tbe remaining 
St it**. Among many other genrlemm who pro- 
rosed measure* for adjustment and reei nciliat on, 
I -ubniitted a series of resolutions, believing that 
ih dr adoption might pacify our Gantry, pot a 
stop to revolution, ai d preserve snd restore our 
Union. I need not undertake to occupy vour 
'i ne by reciting those resolution*. They' are 
known to you all and had tbe honor of being ex 
presslv spproved by vou. 'I his object was mainly 
to satisfy the claim* of the S n n lo remove with 
their slaves lo the territories of the Uuiied 
States. 

I »n the other hand this ri -;ht was denied npon th* 
ground that the territories belonged to tbe United 
Sta'es; that no individual State nor any if the 
States separately had an interest in tbe territories 
but that they lea longed to ard were under the ab- 
solute control and givcmment of the Ijeneral 
vernment. Sir, let that lie admitted. Admit 
that the territory is under the shsolme control of 
tbe Uener d Government, but, sir, dees it not fol- 
low that that General Government 1 u^ht so to 
Iminister this great property, so to exercise it* 
great functions, that every class of States, and 
every State, sbail equally participate la and 
equally enjoy that which belongs la all:- No mat- 
ter whether you con-i ler it a property held in 
trust for tbe individual S'ater, or aa a property 
held absolutely for tbe General Government, to 
be controlled of diepossd of by the General G.v- 
ernment, it equally follows that that General 
Government, to lie just and lo act upon tbe pria 
ciples of the Constitution, ought te *n administer 
the property that each and every S'ate — every 
portion of the Union— mav have an equal partici- 
pation in and an equil erj >vment in that which 
belongs equally to all— the territory of tbe United 
States. 

It seems to me, therefore, that there is Injus- 
tice in excluding from that equal and fall enjoy- 
ment any class of Slates because of any instr u- 
tion tbat may exist in tbem." 1 be Constitution 
gives to the other States no riirfaf to monopolize 
that territory, and lo assume the entire owoer- 
hip snd enjoyment of il. The Constitution ac- 
cepted tbem at its foundation. It accepted l 1 
as slave- holding States. It aeeested t ham at I be 
time of its adoption as enti led to etiual rights, 
ol withstanding I hey held slaves. It arr-paed 
ave-hedding and non-* lave holding States as 
landing in equal favor with the Constitution 
and entitled to equal rights and seax*] jus; ice fn ■ 
that ( ens; im tion. So regarding it. it seems to 
me tbat it would Is* unj ist for the free States to 
assume and usurp to themselves tbe entire con- 
trol of these territories, ard so control them as 
in effect to exclude from them portions of the citi 
zens of a certain cla-a of Slate*. I thought, 
therefore, 'ir, that the North was in the wrong 
and that the Son'h was in the mVht in respect to 
this question of property and rights in tbe terri 
tnriesof tbe United Su'e*; snd one of the ob- 
jects of the measures which I proposed, one if 
their chief objects was to procure, by an amend 
tnent to the Cat stitution, an acknowledgment of 
this equil right on the part of the South Upon 
Constitutional principles this rijhr would extend 
io all the teiri tones of the United Slatea. and 'bo 
Southern Siatcs, in cunmim with he fr. I ,-e- 
would have an undivided and equal ru'hi in all 
the territories of tbe United Slates. Bui a* a 
common enjoyment wruld he difficult, it ap- 
peared more emvenient that there should be for 
this purpose a sort of pirtitkm of the terrirewiea of 
the United States between tbe di! 
States, slave-holding and nnn-slare-

reduction of foreign tariffs upon tobareo e-ould 
not 1* readily calculated. Were it an article 
of prune necessity — like cotton— tbe laws of 
trade would lower the duty to a standard ror- 
responding with that necessity; but being an 
article of luxury, and its sale a government 
monopoly in countries which e-onsume it most 
liberally, it is no easy matter to rind a remedy 
for the evil complained of. liVtaliatory duties 
might remedy it to a considerable extent; but 
as such a isilioy would be highly protective of 
Northern interests, and oppressive to the agri- 
culturalists, the proelucers of tobaeco would 
hardly consent to its adoption. A tariff suf- 
ficiently high to induce foreign gorerninents to 
lower their excessive duty on tobacco, must be 
prohibitory, and to shut off' foreign competition 
with home manufacture would, whilst that pol- 
icy was enforced, be seriously detrimental lo 
every other interest. There may, however, be 
other means of reaching the desired end, and 
the Government ought to spare no pains to 
protect so important an interest, and the rep- 
rescotative* from the tobacco growing States 
should press the subject upon tbe consideration 
of the powers that Ik-; and, even if they fail, 
their constituents will justly appreciate their 
efforts.

The Judge next defines the terms "treason" 
and "treasonable purpose," and state" the well- 
settled interpretation as affirmed hy the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. In this 
connection he says it is not necessary that a 
person should be present with a body of men 
assembled to subvert the government, but that 
"any person owing allegiance to the United 
States, however distant he may be, may be- 
come a traitor by being in conspiracy with 
them and rendering them assistance." In this 
respect, his views coincide with those of Judge 
Smaller, recently delivered in New Y'ork. and 
probably do not differ materially from those of 
any sound Judges, although some of them may 
not so readily express them. 

An obrioui difficulty in the punishment of 
people may be extensively 
in it is found in the provision of the 
Constitution reojiiiring the trial of the charge 
to take place within the State or judicial dis- 
trict within which the crime is alleged to have 
been committed. If the condition of any 
State be such that the judicial tribunals of 
the United States cannot or will not perform 
their functions, crimes there committed, how. 
ever atrocious, cannot lie punished by the reg- 
ular administration of justice. 

Judge Sprague's definition of treason is un- 
questionably correct, and, if it is, tens of thou- 
sands of traitors are daily at work in num r- 
oas States that do not profess to hsve seceded 
irons the Union. The very number of the 
seceesionisu in these (lutes would of course, if 
a prosecution were to bo instituted, prevent 
legsl conviction and punishment inasmuch 
as only the unanimous verdict of a jury could 
eonrict; but they are none tbe less traitors to 
all IntenU and purposes on that account. 
Tbey are laboring with their whole might to 
subvert the Constitution of the Cnited States, 
which all of them arc bound by their allegiance, 
and many others by their oaths of office and 
oaths of naturalization, to support. 

No doubt Judge Sprague's construction of 
the Uw of treason, ho*eTer obviously correct, 
will seem harsh and oppressive and tyrannical 
to all our secessionisu in the Border Slave 
States, but we perceive thsl an exactly similar 
decision has been rendered in the seceding 
States, and sustained and applauded by the 
there.

Hut we will suppose ths.t we gain by the treaty 
the ri*tht to recapture our slave*, then we land 
just where we ure now; and, even if tbe hypothe- 
sis we have assumed lie true, we will have aect dsd 
for nothing. 

Tb* second point to b* treated would be tbe 

division of the Territories. 

Now su-.p sing the same amicable spirit exist- 
ed, simple justice and friendly feeling would lead 
them to agree, upon some ba»ia for the partition of 
the territory.— either th* basis of population or 
the fitness of the territory for slave la'ajr. l'itber 
of these prnpnritions would run the line at or near 
tbe line of*') 30, lesving the territory north of 
that in a condi ion in which slavery cold never 
exist, while to to the south would remain whst is 
now sUve territory in fact and in law. Will 
the advocate* of aocesrion t. II me how much 
would be gained in this p int of view? Could any- 
other basis of partition be had, even from a nation 
of men t our brethren indstd? 

If this is so, then in what have we gained bv 
th* act of secession? This is looking to tb* best 
possible result i f negotiation; a result wholly im- 
po sitde if the fundamental idea upon whiJh tha 
whole secession movement is based has anr *x- 
iet*nc* in fact— and if it has not any existence, 
then s« region is purposeless and »b urd. 

Still tbe proposition of srcission Is to be viewed 
in another I igbt — that ia tbe nurpoee* embrscd 
in it of presenting to the North a sort of coercive 
alternative which may induce them, by reason of 
their pecuniary interests, to grant those things 
which thev will not grant except in fear cf dis- 
union. We are told that If the Border States 
secede then the Northern Stste*. rath»r than 
have their material interests disturbed, will 
accede to the demands of the Southern States. 
Let us examine into tbe pMbabilities of this

MR HOLTS KKJOINHER TO MB. THOMPSON 

To Ike tjUtori of tie \ulkmtil IntrUtgencrr: 

I regret that the character of Mr. Thompson's 
rejoinder to my letter of the 5 h instant makes it 
ptvper that I should again notice bristly — and it 
shall he for tbe last time — the controversy with 
my 1st* colleague, into which 1 have been drawn 
as' a necessary duty of sell-defence. In order to 
guard *gaiti3t the possibility of doing him injus- 
tice, I quoted In the letter referred to the precise 
words of bis address, which were these: 

" 4 « / ie<u trriiii.g my mignnti'm, I sent a de- 
apatch to Jud^e L :. • that the Star of the 

West was coming with reinforcements. Tbe 
troops were tkus put oa thrir guard, and, when 
the htar of the West arrived, she received a 
mirm wtlcomt /rum bwnung cannon, and son 
beat a retreat. I was rejoiced the vessel was not 
sunk, but I wa* still more rejoiced that the con- 
cealed trick, tint conceived bv Lien. Scott and 
adopted by Secretary Holt, hut countermanded 
by the Pre.id.nt when too Ute, prote.1 . fail- 
ure." 

Tbis language has not been retracted. In whole 
or in part, nor has any but a most faint and in- 
effectual atten.pt been made to palliate the con- 
fession which it expresses. It k a page of auto- 
biography which the Secretary haa voluntarily 
offered to the world, and which will probably live 
as long as the memory of the Administration wi'h 
which he was connected shall remain. My ver- 
sion of the transaction was conveyed to the pub- 
lic in the following terra«: 

"We have here a distinct and exultant avowal 
on tbe part of the honoratde Secretary that, whiU 
vet a member of the Cabinet, he disclosed to thute 
in open reMlion acainst the l'nited Stitee in- 
formation which he had derived from bis officisl 
position, and abich he held under the seals of a 
confidence that, from the beginning of our history 
aa a nation, had never been viol ated " 

After discarding from the rej inder it* oppro- 
brious epithet* — which, however relied on, cannot 
he accepted a* suh-ii.ute* for either arguments or 
fact*— there ia apparent an endeavor to arraign 
tb* strict accuracy of my statement in but two 
particulars. It i* alleged that 1 have "fa l i tied " 
in declaring, tirat, that th* information held and 
communicated waa "official," and, second, that it 
wa* sent to those m open rebellion atjnintt tkt 
I n.f.d States It will ba rememliered that Mr 
Thompson, in hi* not* to tbe Presi. ent of the 8;h 
of January, *tated that he resigned hk office be- 
cause the Star of the West bad been sent with 
r> itiforcementa to Fort Sumpter. No oth«rrra- 
son was then or haa ever been assigned by him for 
hi- resigned >n Had I not, then, a right to as 
■ume that, bafure taking so grav* a *tep, he h id 
possessed himselfof Mninvbled prmfi of the truth 
fulness of the informstion on which he was abou' 
to act? Such und v. ted proof* could have been 
bad on tbe «• h of 'anuary, at We llington, onlv 
from the Preai I , members of the Cabinet, o'r 
others havingi tmate and contidentkl relations 
with th* Governmen-; »nd could it hava be-n 
believed that upou anv thing I - authentic and 
reliable than "offickf" leatimony of this charac 
ter— ao fully within hU reach — tb* S-cretarv 
would have kvered his connection with the Ad 
ministration? Ihese sources of information 
were fully open to bim a* a Cabinet officer, 
and whatever knowledge might have reached 
him from that quarter would have been in 
the atrictast sen** of the term "official." 
Ha lay* bis first intimation of th* sailing of tbe 
S'ar of tha Vtrat was a telegraphic despatch con- 
tained in th* Constitution on the morning of tbe 
8th of January. In his not* to th* President of 
hat date he write. : "1 have learned this morn- 
ing, for tbe first time, that tbe steamer S'ar of 
the We*t sailed last Saturday from New Yoik," 
&c ; and in the beginning of the note (which waa 
that reiigniug bis office) he says: "1 have ;us( 
learned that additional troops hav* been ordered 
to Cliatl wton." His first notice, then, of the 
sailing of tha vessel was received en Monday

Morgan, full of reiki*** 
daring, proposed that they shauld land just under 
the walls of Pickens to make what discoveries 
they could; but Storra oljected, saying that it 
would axpose them to almoet certain capture, and 
tbe majority of th* party tidod with him. But 
Morgan, hot-tempered and impatient, reproached 
Storra with timidity. A f*w wrrds passed be- 
tween -hem and the boat put back to the main 
land. When they had disembarked Storrs said to 
Morgan that he had intimated a doubt of hk 
courage, and as tbey had ritiee, and tha meon was 
shining brightly, ba could prove it, Morgan 
responded to this proposition wi;h alacrity. Twen- 
ty stent were paced off, and at the first fire Mor- 
gan fell dangerously wounded, the heavy ball of 
tbe Sbarpe I rlrte having entered hu right groin 
and ranged through and out of tha back part of 
tbe thigh. 

DxaTH of William Rii x.— Th* Philadelphia 
papers announce the death of William Rice, E-q., 
which occurred in that ci'y on Tuesday. The 
deceased was an eminent Denocratk politician. 
In 1852 he was appointed by Coventor Biglar 
harbor master of Philadelphia, and held that of- 
fice until a successor of opposite politics was chosen 
by Governor Pollock. About 1854 be becim* the 
publisher of th* Pannsylvankn, which was then 
an induentkl journal, and his connection with it 
was continued until several year* after tb* inau- 
guration of Mr. Buchanan. 

Thb Natal Ejcpbi.itiom — Wa hara givan 
th* bar* announcement of the fact that the pew- 
en of England, France, and Spain would soon 
dkpatcb a fieet to our .bores. We find the fol- 
lowing r.lliision thereto in tha Utter of the Park 
correspundent of the New Yoik Times, under data 
of March 10th: 

The French and F.nglkb Governments are fit- 
ting out a powerful fleet of war steamers fur tbe 
L'nited S'tite*. The suggestion came from Eng- 
land, and Franc* will furnish on her part three of 
her first-class new frigates; the English contin- 
gent will perhaps be larger. The precise object 
of this A >et it will he impossible to ascertain, as 
it will probably sail with sealed orders. We mav 
surmise, however, that I' is intended as an audi' 
race for the struggle which is soon to take pi ice 
b. tween brother and frirndi in tha Untud States 
—as a sort of escort of honor fur th* fun*r*l of 
the Great Republic. Tbe idea is said to have 
been provoked in tbe F.iglisb Cabinet by the in- 
dignities offered to a British sutject or subjects in 
th* Southern States. We do not suppose, of 
course, that the rt -et goes nut with any hostile 
intent; I's tHtanri'd* errand r ill be tbe protec- 
tkn of I". 1 ;ii-h and French in'.ject*. But it k 
the custom to send fleets "of otwervatlon, " when 
any great war ia going on In a foreign eountrr, 
and while observing, to pick up any little ad- 
vantages that mav • ffer for themselves; or when 
tbe sympathy of the d et ia all on one side, to 
■and b at* now and then accidentally between the 
contending forces, as Eugl ind has twice dun* in 
th* 1 it* Sicilian war, so as to protect a luffering 
friend *t ihe right moment. 

Spain, also, alt bough not working In concert with 
France and England, is preparing to send to tbe 
waters of the Gulf ef Mexico a formidable force 
in men, ships, end material. 

At a cot cert at the Tuileriea. two evenings ago, 
the Enpemr again had a li ng conversation with 
Mr. Faulkner on tbe present troubles in tb* 
Lnited States. His Majesty confined himself, 
bosever, to the a king 01 questions, and did not 
express anv opinions or sentiments of bis own. 
As th* trouble grows more serious, h* no donbt 
findi it wker to become more diplomatic. But 
his silence, snppcedng him to be well advised of 
tbe progress of aff.irs, is not a g ««i omen in any 
sense. Mr. Faulkner was a' le to inform th* Em- 
peror, in reply to his demand to that elf-ct, that 
Mr Lin "In bad arrived at Washington, the news 
having l«*n telegraphed through from Liverpool 
that day. 

At this same concert at the Palace a high offi- 
cer of thecrown said to an American aMetia "So 
im* your Republic k going to piece.?" -Oh, 
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no, 1 bop* rot vet," was the reply. "Yes, but it 
will. No Republic ever stood *n long, aud never 
will. Self government ia a L'topia, Sir; y«u mu»t 
have a strong Government as th* only condition 
of a long existence." 

It hat been told me, in the most noai ive man- 
ner, that a Southern gentleman lately arrived 
here, has bid an interview with tie Emperor, 
and has secured for the Southern Confederacy a 
promise of recognition. II* cirriea, alw, in hk 
pocket th* skeleton of a treaty which should 
have been submitted to his M .js*ty and met ap- 
appmval as th* ••»« - of a treat v whkh k to fol- 
low tbe officii) recoiTiltion. This agent should 
have been told by the Emperor that, according to 
the provision* of the cession of Louisiana under 
tb* first Empire France would have the right to 
reclaim her firmer Colony, in ease certain vkla- 
tions uf the treatv of aMM should tak* place. 
These violation* having tak u n place long ago and 
Louisi ina having repudiate 1 h*r alle*rlauc* to th* 
Government of the Lnited States, France inten- 
ded, in case I/>niaiana maintaine 1 her indepen- 
dence of the l'nited S ates, to assert her claim 
and bring the State back under tha French dig. 

But I do not believe on* word of this whol* 
story. It is one of I he products of t he excitement 
uf the moment, for American* sre excited here as 

elsewhere.

They seem to prefer to leave 
that question to the Colonization Societv. aa a 
aul ject hett.-r and cheaper managed than it would 
lie under the government of the United States. 

It is proper to state thtt nj. -n th* in t section 
of the amendment, the vote of 1 he I 'omm ssioner* 
of K >.:tutkv w..« not t.n 11 imous. nor »• .1- it alw, 
aj up n questions c.f amend nents, but we claim 
for ourselves what we chaerf .Hv accord to others, 
an honest ted sincere purpose that aome measure 
*bould be adop ed that would giv* conlidenre, 
quiet, and security to the South, and we regret 
that, owing to the excited pirtisan state and con- 
dition of members of Congress, loth North and 
Smth. the shortness of time permitted no fair test 
by a vote upon the amendment proposed. 

Although the ptuposetl amendment waa not 
submitted to the States for adop'ion, the under- 
signed canno' hesitate to express a confident be- 
lief that tbe Border free State* would grant all 
the guarantee* secured by t he amendment, and 
we r ,;inot believe that the remaining fie* States 
would refuse r« do the Sam* whenever tbe 
question shall be fai-ly presented to the people, 
which we hop* mav be don* by tb* next Con- 
gee** when it shall convene.

It wa* believed that 
all intelligent minds, nay, any person of ordinary 
capacity, would comprehend the true meaning of 
this p >ct *« of tb* section.

Tb* second section 
o* tbe amendment proposed by t be Conference i* in 
these word-: "Xj territory ahall be acquired by 
tb* United Sta ea except* by discovers, and for 
naval and commercial station*, depot* and transit 
routes, without the omaturrenc* of a maj 'its of 
all the Senators from the State* which allow' in- 
v. latitat v tervi'ude. and from a majoritv of Ilia 
Senators of tbe S'a'es which prohibit the rela- 
tion. Nor shsll territory he acquired by treaty, 
unless tbe vote* of th* majority of tbe Senator* 
from esirh of the St. ret be -einliefore mentioned 
be cast «. » pirt of tb* two thirds maj >rity nuces- 
mry for the ratification of such trwatv. ' 

T his sec ion was proposed and insisted upon by 
I irginia, and was intended to qualify the treaty - 
making p.wer of the United State*, so as, to se- 
cure each section against anv improper annexa- 
tion of tarrit.Kv. and if tuch msiontv laso' tMntd 
it will las U|>oo an agreement for a fair division 
between tbe two aeclione for settlement and oc- 
cupation. 

The third section of th* articl* agreed to by the 

Convent ion is as follow*: 

"Neither tbe Constitution, nor any amendment 
thereof, shall la construed to give Congress th* 
p tier to regulat*. alsdish. or control, within any 
State or Terri'ory of the United State", the rela'- 
I ion establish, d and recognized by the law* there- 
of, touching persons held to lalair or invoiuntarv 
aenbe therein: nor to interfere with or als-li-h 
involuntarv set vice in tl» District of Columbia, 
without the consent of Maryland, atd without 
tbe consent of t lie owner, or' making th* owner* 
who do not consent ju*t com per sat ion; nor tbe 
power to interfere with or prohibit representative* 
or o'hers fr*n bringing wi>li them to the District 
of Colombia, retaining and taking awav persons 
so held to labor or sen i.r; north* power to in- 



tbe unhappy controversy which now divide* tbe 
8tate« of tlii* Confederacy, aa would be accept- 
able 10 tb* people of this Commonwealth. 

Thev conceived that this resolution set forth 
rletrly the opinion of the General Assembly, as 
to what adjustment would I* acceptable to the 
people of Kentucky, and at tbe same time n-gi- 
tived the idea that the resolutions of Mr. Critten- 
den would be acceptable, unless construed in th* 
manner set forth 111 Ibe resolution. Whilst they 
did not consider il to give them positive instruc- 
tion*, thev did not f-el themselves t* he at liberty 
to depart "alt. aat her from th» withe* of the State, 
so solemnly anm unced by th* representative* of 
itspeopl*. 

The aaaaratgned hav* dslayed makirg their 
report u'jtil the present lima, in the hope of being 
*ld* to append to it, a* a part thereof, the journal 
of the Convent ion, which would have shown every 
proposition made, with the vota hv State* upon 
*nch a* were brought to a vote. Thev regret that 
although a committee was appointed for the ex- 
press purpose of superintending th* printing of 
said journal, they hav* not as yet received a copy 
of it. and that their rep <rt is more incomplete than 
tber would hive desired to hav* made it. 

Th* Convention assembled in the city of Wash- 
ington on the 4'h of rehruarv. and continued it* 
sessions until the I'Tlh of that month, when it 
adjourned sir* die. Hefore the final adoption of 
the proposed amendments to Ibe Constitution, 
twwotv-oe* Stales were present by their del*- 
awte* in Convention. A Committee on Resolu- 
tions, con»i»ting of a member from each State, 
was aaa i.ited to whom waa referced various 
proposi ions of adju-tme.it. That c.minittce 
bhallv reported, as the result of its deliberati jr.s, 
a pin|>n-i'.i.'n to am~nd the Constitution By a 1.1'h 
artic'". consist Ing of 7 section*, a copy ot which, 
in ir's- I A, is riled as a part hereof. 

No'iee of various substitutes for th* report of 
the committee was given, hot it waa claimed and 
conceded that lwf.ee a vote upm any sutwtitutea 
rontd Ke taken, tbe report of th* rommitte. 
should le feinended and Barf cted in Contention* 

Many amendment* were proposed; upon some, 
of them the ui detsigned were ••' unf rtutnte as 
torhaVr from the opinion of the majority of their 
r.. e amaaaaaan who cast the vote af the Stat*. 
To one or fwa af the more important of th'-m they 
waul 1 briefly . .11 attention. A motion was m*4e 
bv Governor Raff, BaaVgaai from North Caro- 
lina, to amend the first neetion of th* seriea, by 
Insering at the end of the elm**; "and in ali the 
present Territory lout h of Haiti line, " the word* 
"Involuntary aerviluda is rec ognized, and prep - 
ertr in those of tb* African race bald to aarvic* 
or Ulior in «nv of the S'ates of the Union, when 
ramoved to such Territorv. shall be protected 

and This amendment received the v s of but 

thr** Stales — Virginia, North Carolina anil Mis- 
souri. Seventeen Sute* vote! a^inst it— Ken- 
tuckv being one of them. From thia vote the 
undersigned caused their dissent to 1* recorded. 

A motion wis mid» bv Mr. Seddon. a delegate 
froiu Virginia, to amend the 3d section of the 
series, hv inserting «t the end of the clause, "and 



It is wall known that a verv large portion of 
the people of the North, a* well a* many of the 
South, maintain that the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of lired Scott, »o far as it re- 
latm to lh* question of slavery in tb* Territories, 
is no decision at all; simply obiter dictu, which 
doe* net settle th* law upon tb* Mil ject. That 
such is th* opinion of the present ("di»f Magis- 
trate is clear from his late Inaugural. It is alw 
ar wed by the dominant party, that it is their 
intention 'to rem. del tne Supreme Court, ard to 
have that decision reversed. If. then, the Ured 
Scott decision dies not correctly declare the law, 
or if it I* reversed, in either case, so far as th* 
«r<i'»« of th* Territory rests upon it, it would be 
free and not slave. 

I he Ured Scott case no longer to h* relied on 
as fixing a status of slsverv, we should la thrown 
altogether upon the Territorial law of New Mex- 
ico. But it is scarcely necessary to observe that 
a large portion of the American people lielieva 
ihat a Tenitcrial Legislature has no power to 
pass laws either tointnaluce or to prohibit slavery 
in th* Territories. Should 111* Territorial law of 
Sew Mexico tw hereafl*r decided to bfe void, the 
Dred Scott decision eilher no decision all, or re- 
versed, the status of even that sm.ll portion of 
•he territorv of the United States, VmJHt tquire 
mile* out of 1/M7, J77 ., 1 .. .■ Hides would bearer 
and not slave. 

Wh it proiecti >n is pro~.<ed to be given to slave 
t.r. perty south i f the line d tress and 3o min- 
ute.-? The section inerclv provid ». that neither 
n.ir the Terriiorial l.sgislature aliall 
pass any law to hinder or prevent the taking of 
persons held to involuntary service or l ilor to the 
Territory; nor to imp tir lh* rights arising from 
said relation; hut the s nm (the rights) shall lie 
subject to judicial cogni/.anc* in the Kederal 
Court*, according to the course c f tbe aaajmrnj 
law. What is th* I urge of tbe common law in 
the rem. die* it affords to infringement upon the 
rights of property in slaves? Is it clear, unmis- 
takable, not lis! le to misconstruction, especiallv 
when edministerrd by judges unfriendly or ad- 
verse to the institution of slavery? Would the 
opinion, foreximple. of the distinguisbiil Gov- 
ernor of New York, who now bold* to high a place 
in the Cabinet, that a el ive, not It-iug a freeman, 
coukl nut under tb* common law lie kidnapped, 
aid that, therefore, there is no common law rem- 
edv for k:d lapping a slave, be foil ewed? Is this 
such protection fi r the ri /.hi of property in the 
territories as Kentuckv te-ks as forth, r security 
and further guarantee? How wajal How 'elu- 
sive! The proposition wa* but a mi-ierable at 
tempt to wiihdraw from th* institution af all rats. 
In the territories tho pro'ection of th* Consti u 
lion and tbe Federal laws, at d to have its only 
security to aammi upon t he vague and uticer- 
tain remedies of the common law. 

If tber* bid I. -en no other objec'ion to it, the 
first aection of the amendment proposed by th 
I'eace Conference, which receividonlv the votes 
of four *lav* States out of seven, and live frte 
States out of fourteen, wa* too deuhtfol in mean- 
ing, too liable to misconstruction — different con 
struction* having been given lo it even in tbe 
convenli.-n which pissed it— to allow the under- 
signwd. in justice to Kentuckv, to vote for it aa a 
measure of rinal adjustment. 

The undersigned objected to the second sec' ion. 
liecause, crippling present rights, it rendered tha 
future acquisition of any territory whatever- 
Cuba, or any other, no m ittar how iunp u 
desirable — almost impossible. 

Thiv objected to the third aection because it 
failed to .•' .ire the right of transit, but lefL it i 
th* power of any Stat* or Territory to prevent 
the aame. For example, placing il in the power 
of Illinois bv comvtitutional provision, if the 
choose to exercise it, to prevent the slaveholder 
of Kentuckv from pacing through that State 
with h^ slave properly, on hi* way to Missouri 
or tb* South. 

Thev 01 reeled to the fifth section, liecause, 
whether by constitutional right, or by revolu- 
tionarv right, the to called Southern Confeden- 
cv. being Imynml the limit* of tbe United Stat**, 
or if not Itpvond said limi's, certainly tu l« so a* 
soon as mid Confederacy shall lie ra no ga lx i 1. it b 
made the duty of Congress, bv tbe last clause of 
th* section, to |«»* law* to pravent our frieads 
and brothera, now refilling within th* limi's of 
that Confederacy, fn.rn returning with tbeir sl-ive* 
to Kentucky; tb* passig* of which laws would in- 
evitably lead to retaliatory laws by th* Southern 
Confederacy against th* intraluctiou of slaves 
from Kentucky info their territory. 

Thev .. to the ti.h sectitn. because it 

proposed to make the 1st, ML and oth sections, 
amendinent* to tbe Constitution virtually unal 
terable. 

Tber objected to the 7th section, became it 
pnipneed that any citizen of a slave Suit* who 
should lone hi< fu/itive slave by reason of mob. 
riotous assemblages or rescue after arre-t, should 
himself pay a part of his own loss, whilst everv 
o'ber citizen of a slave S at* ah uld jNfef a part 
thereof, thus offering a bonus tu deprive the peo- 
ple of the Suth of their property, and in elTtct 
bv pioviding thu» the fngi ive having lieen thus 
niid for, shall thereafter I* free, to consti'ute th» 
I'nited State* Government a grand Emancipation 
Society. 

The' undersigned h»ve felt it to M proper thu* 
to set forth the reason* which cause.! them to op- 
poseth* amendment to the On»tituti>n, which 
met th* approval 1 f tb* l~<>ac* Convention and of 
their co-coinmis*ioners. 

After the adoption af a preamble to the pn-po- 
sitionof the Conveifkin, the Presklent was re- 
quested to cause the sam* to lie presented to th* 
two Houses of Congress, which was acconlinglv 
done, and its fat* i:i tliat body is known to 
the country. 

Before the final adjournment of the Convention, 
resolutions »cainst th* right of secession by a 
State from the Union, and in favor of such right, 
wore proposed but not entertained. The follow- 
ing resolution was also pmrnana but not enter- 
tained bv tha Convention; its mover, however, 
asked and obtained leave to have it spread upon 
the journal: 

/frss/red. That while the adop'ion. by the 
States of South Carolina, Georgia. Klori a, Ala- 
l-ama. Mississippi, Ijiuisiana, ai d Tex*«, af or- 
dinances declaring the dissolution af tbeir rela- 
tions with the Union, is an event deeply to be 
deplored, and while abstaining from any judg- 
ment on their conduct, we would express tha 
earnest hope that thev may soon see cause to re- 
sume their honored place* in th-s Confed.-r .1 y af 
States, vet to the end that such re' urn may be 
ficilitated, and from the convicti n that the 
Union being formed bv the sssont of the people 
of the respective Staler and lasing compitible 
onlv with freedom, and tbe republican institutions 
guaranteed to each, cannot ami ought ti"t to be 
maintained hv for. ». we deprecate unv ell .rt by 
th* Kedersl Government to coerce in any fonn 
the said States to reunion or submission. a« tend- 
ing to irreparable breach, and leading t ■ incalcu- 
lable ills; and w« earnestly invoke the abstinence 
from all counsel* or measurts of couipul iou to- 
ward t lie n. 

In conclusion, th* undesigned will only add. 
Ihat aa Commissioners to tha Convention at 
Washington, they were actuated, throughout its 
entire delilieralio'ns, by the single and s. le desire 
of being in some degree instrament.il to the resto- 
ration of confidence between the divid-d «eciiom 
of the country, and of bringing about a leo n- 
struction of that once happy Union biqueathed to 
us by our fathers. They" regret most sincerely 
to have to sav that they have returned horn 



as any quarter of the Stat* and b* wanted equal 
justice mated out to alL H* did not want the 
isure for hi. judicial dietrict, or any quarter of 
tbe State, but, if we are to have it. let its pro- 
visions apply to all the State.

afternnon. A minority report and bill were re- 
ceived and embraced in the same order. The 
mijority report extends an invitation to the Bor- 
der Slave SUte*, including North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas by their delegates to meet 
delegates from Kentucky in convention at tbecity 
f I/iuisville on the ftr-t Monday of September 
exr, or at such other lime and place as they may 
prefer, the delegate* to It* elected at the August 
lection, two by the Stat* at large, and on* in 
*ach Congressional District. 1 The Committee are 
unanimous for the calling of the Convention, the 
minority, however, propose that the whole dele- 
gation sh.ll I* elected by the Stat* at large, in 
May. and th* Convention meet at Frankfort ; th* 
latter will doubtless !* edopted by th* Senate 
when it come* before it, as the 27th of May and 
Frankfort will la the time and place designated 
bv Virginia. 

The act to repeal the effi.-e of Registrar and tbe 
registration of births and marriage* was taken up 
and advocated by Senator Grorer ami oppostd 
bv Senator Penneleiker. who b*li«,'ed that a 
proper trial hid not been given to the system, and 
that tbe advantage, to result from it were too im- 
portant to be given up. lie especially objected 
to cutting down tbe salary of tbe Registrar for 
service* performed, which, from a failure to call 
the yeas and nays, when th* bill wa* passed, has 
not lieen paid. The salary fixed in the original 
hill was ai.'iOO a year, and this hill proposes to 
give t>700 in full for over one year's work. This 
is unjust and unworthy tha dignity of a great 
State; the services hav* been rendered, and the 
officer performing them should ta cared for. Be- 
fore the law is repealed let it have a fair trial. 
Senator Fisk deprecated tbe abandonment of 
the policy of registration. He hrped the medical 
gentlemen of tb* Senat* would Ukath* matter 
up. W« have alwndoned the geological survey, 
now it i» proposed to arrest these important sta- 
tistic* in the cause of health, and next year w* 
in-iy expect an attack to he made on tb* common 
school system. The tendency was to relapse to a 
stst* like the dark ages. A system conld not ta 
built up in a day, and cbang** ar* constantly oc 
curring in science which we should keep up with, 
in climatic hygeian. miasmatic, and oth*r impor- 
tant particulars. H« wa* astonished that the 
Senator from McCrackan (Dr. Johnson), with 
ail his varied accomplishments, did not rise in his 
place ar.d defend this bill. If a petty act should 
como up her* to prevent dead bodies from being 
snatched from country grave yard*, the whole 
medical profes-ion would be in a turmoil, but now 
when the temple of scienc* ii about to be torn 
down about them, they have noi a word to say. 

Senator Johnson **"-d ha had no hop* that this 
repeal would fail; we are in a utilitarian age, w* 
register the number of bogs, horses, and mule*, 
our cmp>,*nd the number of egg* rent to market, 
but when it come* to a matter of health, objec- 
tions are mad*. Portion* of our Stat* may be 
siiklyand without the aid* of science la kept 
lack for years, as has been the case with ull tbe 
alluvial regions of Kentucky. System* of tbi* 
kind hav* never been abandoned but with tne 
decrease of civili.vitinn. Thar* is not an en- 
lightened nati .n in existence which doe* not fos- 
ter such a system, nor a generous one that would 
thir.k of its abandonment. This department 
ought to la perfected; Dr. Be mis* should be al - 
lowed hi* full salary, and bis office he continued, 
and w» should enact stringent penal'iea to compel 
all interested to give the 

After further remaik* by 
,*nd Grover, Mr. I'en»«baker moved to amend by 
striking out th* word "repealed'' and insert "re- 
en tcted." and also to change $700 to #1,600, 
both of which were rejected, tbe first by 20 to H 
and the second by 22 to 11. Senator risk then of- 
fered a substitute, allowing $800 to Dr. lb-miss 
for past service*, and tbe s me sum annually for 
the future, when a motiou wa* made by Senator 
Rhea to rtf r the whole su'jact to a select com- 
mittee, consisting of Serators FUk, Johnson, 
Walton, and Giheon, which was negatived — 18 to 
tt. The previous qaestion wa* ordered, which 
was, on tb* ruuvagj of tha bill, carried, and thus 
Kentucky h»s surtercd herself la la again placed 
am. ng the States that are unwilling to grant aid 
to the advancement of fcier.ee. When the geo- 
laafenf survey wa* killed last year, I expressed 
my deep mortification at tie h backward legisla- 
tior, but the p-esent retrograde movement is 
much more lamentable. 1

A bill has been introduced providing that in 
order to meet a deficit in the revenue, the Com- 
missioners of th* Sinking Fund are required to 
loan the Stat* 6100,00)) of th* Sinking Fund for 
nine months at «i per cent, interest. This i* hot 
rowing from Peter to pay Pfeul. hnt Kent nek 
may is well borrow her own mon*y as ban it to 
favored speculators. Th* Stat* is in a condition 
• •f fiscal deplatidn, so much so that it may prove 
difficult to meat currant expanses, pay and mile- 
age of th* legislators; under tb*** circumstan- 
ce* I may rafely predict that tb* bUl will lacom* 
a law as soon as it is reached. 

It is proposed by Mr. Marhen to amend the f».h 
article of th. H:td 'chapter of th* Revised Stalutes 
so that hereafter it shall be th* duty of sheriffs 
and other State revenue collectors to give at least 
ten days' notice to tax payer 1 of their respective 
districts, thnt tbey may by themselves or deputies 
attend for at least three days at tb* voting places

All thee* cob- 
bling and tinkaring operations may stop the little 
hole* and leaks, but they do not afford permanent 
remedies to Iw dignified with th* nam* of states- 
manship.

Mr. Abel offered a resolution instructing the 
■mtnittee on Banks to inquire into th* expedi- 
ency of allowing banks and private individuals to 
loan money at eight par cent.

Mr. McNeel moved, at a 
tha committee report whether any legislation is 
necessary at tbe prcsant session to enable the 
banks to afford relief in the present distressed 
condition of the country. Th* snt.-titu:* wts 
adopted and referred. I wish the Committee on 
Banks conld understand the qaestion of conven- 
tional interest, but they do not, or rather a ma- 
jority of them do not. Thirteen State* in the 
Union recognize th* value of it. Arkansas, Illi- 
*, Iowa, Minnesota. Missouri. Ohie, and Ten- 
nessee, with legal interest at six per cent., reesj;- 
niz* a conventional rat* not to exceed ten per cant., 
and Florida recognize* eight. Michigan, with seven 
per cent, aa her regular rata, allowa ten on con- 
tracts. Texas has eight at bcr regular rata, with 
twelve on written contracts. California s legal 
rate Is ten per coat., and any rate can la agreed 
upon, money twing there regarded aa a commodi- 
to boy and sell. Louisiana h»s eight per cent, 
nventional interest, and Wisconsin, while it al- 
lowa as high a rate as twelve per cent., doe* not 
regard a higher contract as involving the lo** of 
principal, hut of th* interest only. While onr 
neighbor* in Ohio. Illinois, Tennessee, 
thus invite capital into their bor- 
ders, w* ar* pursuing a course to drive It away 
from us. Why lanaaa money be loaned in Ken- 
tucky at six per cent, when it* possessor ran go 
into either of tbe four Sutra above mentioned 
and get tan? Tb* policy of a legalized rata of 
conventional interest is lo me so palpable that I 
caonot understand bow men claiming to la ttat*s- 
can oppos* it. It would at this very mo- 
t do mure to relieve our monetary prewar* 
than all th* stay laws and pott note* that could 
be passed or issued. 

A motion to reconsider the vote by which the 
military appropriation bill was defeated on Thurs- 
day last gave ri-- to some to delate. Tbe rule 
of tbe House provide* that stub a motion shall tw 
made within three days. The laws regulating 
courts of justice always speak of judicial d.ys. 
but when tha Constitution sp -ak* cf the term of 
sixty diys for the legislature, it has never I wen 
construed to ex. hide Sundays. Fxrluding Sun- 
day the motion is in order, hut out of onler if in- 
cluded. The Speaker referred the matter to tbe 
House, which decide! to exclude Sund.r anil 
therefore the mo'ion to reconsider wa* entered, 
and the subject fill* into tin orders of the day, 
to be called up at any time as a privileged qua>- 
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A resolution wa* offered by Mr. latch that in 
the event of an extra session of Congress, sny 
law passed for tin collection of revenue in th* 
seceding State', should la resisted in common by 
all the Sou hern States, and referred to th* Com- 
mittee on M -ral Kelation*. Anotlier motion in- 
structini! the same Committee to report on a l th* 
matters referred to tbeir charge on U .dne.-.l n 
next, wit also a.k.pteil. That loi k- like l.usin*** 
and a close of the session. 

In the Senate this morninu, th* Governor s 
r*to was sustained on tbe hill to amend 
tbe charier* of th* link of Louisvil!* 
and other liank*, authorizing a l.ranch of tb* 
former at L'uii-ntowo, and nil the hanks of issue 
to emit notes l*luw the denomination of hvo dol- 
lars. Thus tha two "relief meusuret, " a* they 
ha ve l.een ciuisidercd hv rome, hav* been defeated, 
and I thir.k Kentucky will hereafter congratulate 
herself upon the event.
